FANS OF muscle cars, particularly the Mustang have a good reason 
to mourn this month with the passing of legendary racing driver and 
car designer Carroll Shelby. Shelby passed away on the 10th of May 
at the age of 89. Shelby, who was born in 1923, entered the racing 
game back in 1958 after his chicken farm went bust. In his career, 
Shelby worked and raced for amongst others, Aston Martin and 
Maserati. Apart from racing, Shelby is best known for designing cars 
for some of America’s top manufacturers. Starting with Ford, Shelby 
is best known for the Shelby series of Mustangs, a legacy which still 
lives today on and he had input in the design of the Dodge Viper. 
Two of Shelby’s most famous cars though are the Cobra and the 
Cobra Daytona Coupe, both of which done well at Le-Mans. Carroll 
Shelby made huge contributions to the performance car industry 
and we believe that his legacy will live on in the hordes of high 
performance Fords and other cars which bear his name.

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WITH THE COST of living rising on a monthly basis and the National Credit Act 
making limiting young buyers purchasing ability, the prospect of owning a new 
car will remain a dream. 

To curb this, the JD Group, owners of Hi-Fi Corporation amongst others, 
in partnership with Imperial have introduced a new plan which goes by the 
name of Ariva. The Ariva plan was born out of the JD Groups research which 
found that 60% of first time car buyers finance applications were rejected by 
traditional banks due to insufficient credit history. The Ariva plan operates on 
a long term rental basis where “buyers” take “ownership” of a new car for a 
period of 54 months or 112500km with extra mileage charged at 90c/km. The 
package also includes 24/7 roadside assistance, full comprehensive insurance 
and a tracking device. On average, driving and paying for a car on the Ariva plan 
should same you about R1000 a month as opposed to driving the same car on 
normal bank finance which really helps out if you're a cash strapped first time 
car owner.

DEMON 


ven today with all the 
efficient turbo'ness finding 
its way into cars from city 
hatchbacks to super saloons 
there's no substitute for a V8. Triple 
turbo may be the way of the future 
but when you absolutely have to 

let loose, a V8 is automotive’s best 
therapy. Few manufactures make them 
better than Mercedes, who have built 
them in a variety of boosted and non- 
boosted applications. Other mentions 
go out to Chevrolet's V8 in the Lumina 
or BMW's E90 M3 but where the 
archetypal American bruiser lacks 
refinement the M3 is so engineered 
that it has lost that grizzly presence. 
V8 are in fact a very niche market 
which is why it succeeds and fails at 
the same time. 

This time around Mercedes hasn't 
dived into their reserves and pulled 
out just any old V8 that powers one of 
their saloon cars — and it would still be 
great — they've built a special unit that 
was designed for the SLK. Mercedes 


also say that it’s likely to stay that way. 
Toting a combined output of 310kW 
and 540Nm, the SLK wins the power 
argument over rivals like the Porsche 
Cayman, BMW Z4 sDrive35i and 
wielding more torque than BMW's M3 
convertible. 

Twist the V8 into life — figuratively 
of course, it’s a push-button start — 
and the backdrop is AMG's signature 
sound of a large displacement motor 
resonating through four sonically 
conducive tailpipes. Variable flaps 
in the system continuously move 
depending on throttle position but 
even at idle it sounds peachy and 
you can rock its frame with the 
application of the right pedal. On 
the road the SLK delivers joyous 
acceleration with the 80-120km/h 
time being quite an event. Spliced 
with the 7G Plus because no manual 
is available, and because the shunt 
through the drivetrain might damage 
a conventional clutch, we spent most 
of the drive using the paddles. Three

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modes define its attitude; Controlled efficiency, Sport and Manual with 
a double-declutching system when downshifting. 

Power is only half of the V8's campaign because even this masterpiece 
features dioxide-cutting means and better consumption by switching 
between four and eight cylinders. Mercedes claim a consumption 
usage of 8.41/100km — a little optimistic but still around 20 per cent 
better than the outgoing model. Just how nuts Mercedes was about 
improving consumption sees the fitment of a new power steering 
pump which is designed to use no energy when the car is traveling in 
a straight line. 

Roof up or down body rigidity is one of the prime differences 
between this SLK and the outgoing one and even the firm ride on low 
profile rubber was unable to evoke a rattle. The cabin is more spacious 
compared to Z4 or Boxster but the location of the roof activation 


switch could be neater. AMG cues follow to the interior with the flat- 
bottom wheel and AMG-marked clocks. 

It looks better presented and more premium but some may prefer 
the more simplistic approach taken by other roadsters. Still, the SLK is 
an executive machine with the added drama of open-air driving. 

The SLK 55's larger footprint contributes to a bigger boot with a flat 
loading bay and reasonable access to stored objects with the roof 
down. We're not surprised at its slick movement considering that SLK 
pioneered the folding metal roof and the optional Magic Sky changes 
transparency at the push of a button. Another Mercedes innovation 
first is the Airscarf system which blows warm air onto the neck for 
when you feel like stripping down on those colder nights. 

On smooth roads the SLK is riveted by lateral grip but you can unstick 
the rears in just about any gear and from any spot in the rev range

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SECOND GENERATION 


hen it comes to 
muscle cars the 

first names that 
come to mind are Mustang and 
Camaro, that’s fair considering 
they're the most common and 
well known muscle cars on the 
planet. For true muscle car fans 
and those who have cast their 
knowledge net somewhat further, 
they know there's one muscle car 
that typified the era, the awfully 
sinister second generation Dodge 
Charger. 

The second generation 
Charger was produced between 
1968 and 1970 and still today 
it remains the most popular 
and recognisable Charger. The 
car's body was designed by 
Richard Sias who gave the cara 
“double diamond Coke bottle” 
profile with the rear glass section 
housed in what's called the flying 
buttresses. All the styling cues 
were not penned by Sias alone 
as input for the car’s design came 
from the likes of Harvey J Winn 
and Chrysler's Vice President 
of Styling, Elwood P Engel who 
insisted giving the car round rear 
taillights and we thank him for 
that. The input from these men 
gave the Charger its aggressive 
style which the previous genera- 
tion was lacking. Over the course 
of its three year production, the 


design received a few tweaks but 
the aggressive look remained. 

Inside, the car still featured 
the same centre console as the 
previous generation but the 
centre arm rest was removed 
and the seating configuration 
was changed. The tachometer 
became an option and the boot 
floor carpeting was simply 
replaced with a vinyl mat. These 
were done mainly to cut costs 
but it still doesn’t take away from 
the appeal of the Charger. 

What took away from the ap- 
peal of the Charger was the han- 
dling and the brakes. The Charger 
was built using Chrysler's B-Body 
platform, a body on frame design 
that was shared with cars like the 
Coronet and Plymouth Road Run- 
ner. This platform made do with 
asymmetrical leaf springs at the 
back and in front you would find 
torsion beam suspension. This 


gave the Charger very “lively” 
handling and the brakes weren't 
better either. For such a big car 
the Charger used drum brakes 
all round but Kelsey-Hayes 
discs in front were available as 
an option. Given the car’s size 
it's also shocking to hear that it 
was equipped with 14” wheels 
wrapped in skinny tyres with 15's 
as an option with red wall tyres. 
Under the bonnet the Charger 
really made up for all its short 
comings with a long list of engine 
and transmission options. The 
engine list ranged from 3.7 litre 
in-line 6 all the way up to the 
big daddy 7.2 litre or 440ci V8 
“Magnum”. Transmission wise 
the Charger was available with 
either a three speed auto box or 
a choice of three and four speed 
manuals. The Charger to have 
was the R/T or Road/Track model, 
that’s the one with infamous 
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Bumble Bee stripes on the 
back. This came with the 440ci 
Magnum while the 426 HEMI 
was an option. The 440ci motor 
produced 280kW and 650Nm of 
torque with the option of either a 
manual or automatic gearbox. 
The Charger was a real muscle 
car with wild handling and mas- 
sive power but its real claim to 
fame is not only its aggression 
and performance stats. Apart 
from the Mustang, the Charger 
has appeared in loads of televi- 
sion shows and movies the most 
famous being the General Lee 
Charger from Dukes of Hazard 
and the black used in Bullit for 
the famous car chase through 
San Francisco. Today, the Char- 
ger's rarity and the aura which 
surrounds all MOPAR cars has 


turned the Charger into a highly 
sought after collectible and 
iconic ride.

THIS MATTE BLACK monster comes courtesy 
of the master fabricators and builders at 

D3 Cadillac in Signal Hill, California. To 

start off the build, the stock 6.2L power 
plant was CNC-machined, ported, polished, 
balanced and stuffed with “manly” Manley 
connecting rods and Total Seal piston 

rings. It boasts a fortified valvetrain with 

a D3-spec Isky cam, custom rockers, push 
rods and lifters. In other words, everything 
necessary to replace the standard 1.9L 
Eaton blower with a much larger, more 
efficient and more powerful one from 
Kenne Bell that achieves 1.1 bar of boost on 
the street and can go as high as 1.9 bar for 
racing. This highly-efficient D3 Ultracharger 
is a stage three one, which features Kenne

Bell's 3.6L liquid-cooled supercharger, 

D3 manifold, air intake system, K&N air 
filter and a 102 mm throttle body among 
other major upgrades. The highly-potent 
fumes exit through a Kooks header and 
V-band pipe on route to the custom 
three-inch Borla dual exhaust system. The 
new motor upgrades nearly doubles the 
CTS-V's horsepower and torque numbers, 
now estimated to tap out at 1,000HP at 
5,900 rpm and 1,355Nm at 3,200 rpm, 
respectively. D3's competition proven 
powertrain uses heavy-duty 1,000-hp 
axles and a few tricks to shore up the six- 
speed automatic transmission for greater 
durability and reliability. As the story goes, 
chassis, Suspension, brakes and wheel 


upgrades all followed, like for instance the 
staggered-width 20-inch Rennen wheels, 
which are painted gloss black are wrapped 
in huge sticky R-rated Toyo Proxes T1R 
tires, sized 275/30 and 345/25 in the front 
and rear.

ey tech-heads, how's it going!? We back for the final article 

on the Purple People Eater project, BUT first, here is a dyno 

graph of the TurboDirect Golf 2.0 16V Turbo, which we 

installed the NOS onto...and which had the busted gearbox. 
Right as promised here it is, the golf runs 0.7Bar boost, turbo alone 
and makes nice power. We ran the car on the dyno without NOS and 
the best result we got was 217KW and 365NM, and then did the first 
NOS run. We used a 0.028” Fuel jet and a 0.040 NOS jet, the power 
figure was okay but running rich, we then changed the Fuel jet to a 
smaller 0.024" unit and maintained the 0.040" NOS jet, and we awoke 
the beast that Nitrous Oxide has a reputation of bringing to life and we 
never broke the engine!

Okay, let's compare the two turbochargers next to each other now. 

Some information on the HKS 2540 and Garrett GT2860RS turbos, the 
HKS unit runs a Garrett CHRA. All the rotating assembly parts are GAR- 
RETT, HKS use their own housings, and actuators. Many people argue 
over this fact, but it's true. 


Okay, the HKS turbine wheel and A/R of the turbine housing are IDENTICAL 
to the Garrett GT2860RS turbo, the only difference is the mismatched 
compressor wheel (mismatched for this application!) 


HKS Compressor wheel Measurements: 
Inducer — 52.7mm 
Exducer — 76mm 


Garrett Compressor Wheel Measurements: 
Inducer — 47.2mm 
Exducer — 60.1mm 


The HKS wheel has a 5.5mm larger Inducer and a 15.9mm larger 
Exducer than the Garrett compressor wheel; we will see what happens 
when we run the comparison on the dyno later. First let's get the turbos 
installed. At this point | would like to extend a huge thanks to Shane 
from No Sweat Racing, Shane and | started this turbo swap at 10:30 AM 
on Saturday morning and finished at a touch before Midnight including 
the dyno tuning which Stevo did, shot gents, job well done...as usual!! 


The GT2860RS turbochargers are smaller and were boosted 
0.2bar less than the HKS turbochargers and made such an 
improvement over the larger counterparts, this proves again 
that bigger is not always better. Customers have come to me 
and asked me to spec and build a turbocharger for their 2.0 
16V engines, with a power delivery of around 600HP +, these 
customers have all used the cheap T66 and T72 copy ball bear- 
ing turbochargers which failed! When | show the GT3582R and 
GTX3582R turbochargers to these customers, they question 
their ability to make the same power as the huge copied tur- 
bochargers due to the size of the Garrett Turbo, one customer 
challenged me on this until | took him for a ride in the TurboDi- 
rect Golf which is not using a Garrett Dual Ball Bearing turbo- 
charger but a hybrid Journal bearing unit. After a run at 1.5bar 
boost, the customer came back with his mind made up. The 
GTX3582R was installed onto this customer's Mazda FE engine 
he came in and thanked me! He made more than 120KW extra 
and 170NM at lower boost than on the Chinese T66 which has 
a 4mm smaller inducer and 12mm smaller exducer compressor 
wheel! The turbocharger chosen for a specific engine MUST be 
made correctly based on the type of driving and application the 
vehicle is going to be used for. This gets in-depth, and there are 
plenty fallacies surrounding how to MAP a compressor for an 
engine, I'll go into this in articles to come, to clarify the facts. 

In closing, two things; firstly, make sure the person supplying 
the turbocharger knows what he’s talking about, has technical 
training from the turbocharger supplier (ask for certification) 
before you just buy the first cheap turbo you see advertised, 
you can go horribly wrong with an incorrect purchase. 

Secondly, the mods we did to the turbine housing and mani- 
fold most certainly accounts for HP improvements and boost re- 
sponse. If done correctly, you should see around an additional 
20KW and possibly 35NM over the stock unit.

Hey Marshal 

You're question is quite valid as not 
many people know about tyre angles, 
set ups and what the benefit is. I’Ll 
keep this really basic due to space 
constraints; the angle of the tyre with 
regard to the road is called the camber. 
When the tyre’s top edge face out more 
than the bottom edge it’s referred to as 
positive camber while negative camber 
is when the bottom edge angles 
outwards. When the tyre sits vertically 
at 90° it called zero camber. Most race 
cars run negative camber because 
when going through a corner, the angle 
of the tyres pushes the force through a 
vertical plane as opposed to across the 
tyre. Also, added weight on the front 
axle could put the tyres into a negative 
camber position. Zero camber on the 
other hand is best for cars accelerating 
in straight line because it creates the 
largest contact area between the tyre 
and road. Finally, on the show scene 
lots of people run negative camber 
because it looks cool.

The mod you referring to is called 
shaved door handles and it’s 
something that’s been around for 
quite some time now. If you want to 
shave your handle most body shops 
will be able to pull off the job, this 
involves removing the stock door 
handles and filling the hole with a 
metal plate before it’s all smoothed 
over so that it looks stock. To open 
the door an electrical solenoid is used 
to pull on the inside mechanism and 
this solenoid is usually controlled by 
the central locking remote. There is 
one problem though; the cops don’t 
really look too fondly on shaved 
door handles because they see it as 

a safety hazard if they need to get 
the occupants out of the car in an 
emergency. This means that if you’re 
stopped you could land up getting a 
fine or even worse, have your licence 
disk removed.

Any way if that’s not an option, 
we'll try and help you ease out more 
power from the stock motor. Keeping 
costs in mind I'll say stick to the stock 
motor and get a few N/A mods done to 
the car. Start off with an induction kit, 
they don’t offer much in terms of power 
gain but they sound nice, and also fit a 
full performance exhaust system with 
branches. To go bigger you should then 
consider gas-flowing the head, fitting 
larger injectors, throttle bodies, a 
performance camshaft with a vernier 
pulley and a piggyback chip or stand 
alone fuel management system to get 
the fuelling and control right. Don’t 
forget that this will require the car to be 
dyno-tuned as well. Last on the agenda 
is turbo charging, this starts with simple 
low boost applications and moves up to 
full engine rebuilds. Pricing ranges from 
a couple hundred bucks for an induction 
kit to about R25000 for a turbo kit. 
Phone the tuners in the magazine to find 
out what you can afford.

To start off, we'll take a look at Farhaan’s car, 
purely because he’s the younger of the two. 
He drives the 1998 Ballade and thanks to his 
ample list of mods, the family sedan doesn't 
have to live in the shadow of the performance 
orientated hatch. On the outside is where the 
Ballade has seen the most amount of work but 
because it’s so subtle you wouldn't say and 
that’s the way you trick out a Honda especial- 
ly after the horror stories we saw on The Fast 
and The Furious involving Hondas. To make 
the Honda stand out, in an understated way 
Farhaan chose to smooth over the original 
bumper and extend it just a little bit to give 
the car a lower stance while at the back the 
tail lights were replaced with a set of semi- 
clear lenses and the side repeaters were given 
the same treatment. These are the only mods 
done to exterior and there’s not one thing | 
would want to take off or even add. 

To make the most of the exterior changes

a proper set of wheels were chosen and for 
this Farhaan went through to The Wheel 
Shop. Here they hooked up Farhaan with a 
set of 18" LS Work two piece split wheels 
which measure 9] all round! That's super wide 
and mad on a car the size of the Ballade. To 
protect the rims, a set of Wanli tyres were 
mounted that measure 215/35R18. To get the 
rims to fit, Farhaan had to have new hubs from 
an EK9 CTR fitted which could accommodate 
a five stud PCD and the fender lips had to be 
cut to clear the wheels. Now that's dedication! 
With such big wheels on the car, you would 
suspect Farhaan would leave the ride height 
stock in order to achieve some sort of ride 
comfort, well he didn't. Instead he fitted a set 
of Skunk 2 sleeve overs which lower the car. 
These, along with the adjusted rear camber 
give the car that sexy negative rear camber 
which always looks so good. 

On the inside, the same simple theme from

the outside has been carried through. This 
means the stock leather VTEC seats have been 
retained but spruced up thanks to some red 
stitching which contrasts brilliantly with the 
black leather. Apart from the 20 metres or so 
of red cotton, the inside of the car has also 
seen the addition of an imported gauge clus- 
ter which looks a trillion times better than the 
stock black and white gauge cluster. Sharing 
the interior is the car's “small” but adequate 
sound system that's comprised of a custom 
built box in the boot which houses two 12” 
Pioneer 800W subwoofers playing off a 
3200W Reference Audio Monoblock amplifier 
and all controlled by a Sony USB headunit. All 
the audio stuff was fitted by Farhaan himself 
and he did a damn good job if | must say so 
myself. 

The sound in the boot may be pumping 
but what really gets the car moving is what 
you'll find under the hood. Here Farhaan kept

the stock 1600cc VTEC motor but added a few 
extras so that it could breathe easier like the 
cold air induction kit and the 57mm Wildcat 
exhaust system. To make the engine look cool, 
it was finished off with an original EK9 Type-R 
engine cover. As the motor stands now it 
pushed out 118kW with 120Nm of torque 
but because it looks so good with the Type-R 
cover I'll give it an extra 10kW and Newtons 
for the hell of it! The motor is still connected 
to the front wheels via the stock 5 speed 
gearbox whose job it is to turn those giant 
wheels. 

After seeing Farhaans car, you wouldn't 
think that this is his first car and the way he’s 
tricked it out you'll swear he’s been in the 
Honda game way longer. His partner in Honda 
crime though is Kishan. He’s also taken his 
Honda Civic to another level and for me, it 
one of the hottest Civics I've seen rolling on 
GP plates. To achieve that accolade Kishan 
also went all out on his Civic but chose to 
keep the ever green JDM theme going strong. 

The car's JDM look starts on the outside 
where Kishan treated the front bumper to

a Prelude front lip while the rear received a 
Type-R lower apron. On the rear hatch though 
is my favourite part of the car, the extended 
Type-R wing which I've never seen in real life. 
Keeping with the Type-R theme, Kishan also 
fitted a set of Type-R headlights and semi- 


clear taillights. Finally to finish off the outside, 


a few stickers were added to the rear window. 

Inside the car, everything has been kept 
stock except for the addition of the Megan 
Racing BC pillars bars but I'll get to these 
when | tell you about the car’s suspension. 
In the boot though two very “non-stock" 10” 
Pioneer subwoofers can found along with set 
of Pioneer 6x9's, mids and Super tweeters all 
powered by a Hennessey AB45 four channel 
amplifier and Alpine V12 amplifier. All these 
components are controlled by the JVC EXad 
headunit 

Moving to the engine, this is where this 
Honda gets really exciting, not that the other 
bits weren't exciting enough but rather be- 
cause this motor is a real jewel. This Civic is 
not fitted with a normal 1600cc motor, oh no. 
Instead there's a B18C 1800 VTEC motor from 


the Integra. The motor is not stock though as 
it's been tricked out with a whole bunch of 
goodies from ITR, including the whole valve- 
train assembly which includes the cams and 
titanium retainers. The stock exhaust system 
was also chucked in favour of a full 65mm 
system and to set up the fuelling, a UniO chip 
was added. These mods see the motor push 
out 140kW which exactly what you need ina 
sexy Civic body. The gearbox in the carisa5 
speed manual but a CC clutch was added and 
there's a GSR Limited Slip Differential to make 
sure the front wheels put down the power in 
equal measure. 

Talking about the front wheels, and the 
wheels in general, they're a set of uber sexy 
staggered fit 17” BBS RS wheels with a double 
stepped lip and to add even more drama 
to them they've been sprayed red. They're 
wrapped in Pirelli PZ Nero rubber measuring 
205/40R17 to help the car get more traction 
on the road. To help the tyres in their effort 
to maintain traction are all the car’s upgraded 
suspension bits. This starts with the Skunk 2 
Pro-Series coilovers and to help tighten up 


the chassis are a Megan Racing front and 


rear strut braces, a lower tie bar and those goes. 


B-C pillars bars | told you about earlier. The 
suspension upgrade doesn't only give the 
car the lowered stance it needs but it’s also 
functional, exactly what you need. Finish- 
ing it all off are the brakes which retain the 
stock calipers but uses a set of slotted disks

n the custom car world everyone wants to get noticed by building 

a hot looking car but within that community there are many who 

build cars that may not stand out in terms of looks but rather 

for what's under the hood. These cars are referred to as sleeper 
cars, normal boring cars, wagons and even vans with a lot power 


and a whole host of other mods aimed squarely at performance and

‘ars are meant to look 
simple. so no body kits, 
i hts, ofl or any thing 
overt. You really want to keep the 
car looking as stock as possible 
and in some cases owners make 
the car look a little worse just to 
make it seem like it's at more of a 
disadvantage. What you can add 
though are a few aerodynamic 


aids such as DTM cup style mirrors, 


subtle spoilers or splitters which 

aid performance. Finally, to really 
give your car some more under dog 
status add the badging from a lower 
spec model, so if you're driving 

a 300kW+ Conquest stick on the 
badges from a 1300 Tazz. If you wish 
to go for weight saving carbon fibre 
components, have it painted so that 
no one knows it there. 
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handling. The origin of sleepers lie in illegal drag racing where guys 
would race for money and people would assume the flashier cars ruled 
the roost only to be beaten by a car no one would assume would win. 
Sleeper cars can fall into two catergories, factory sleepers and custom 
built sleepers and for this article we'll focus on custom built sleepers. 
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Most sleeper cars still maintain their stock interiors with 
anything, like gauges usually hidden or made to look like 
they blend in. For safety though some sleeper car drivers 
will fit more race focused equipment inside their cars like 
racing seats, harnesses and after market steering wheels but 
all done in a way that blends in. If you do fit a whole bunch 
of race inspired interior components | suggest you tint the 
windows so that no one can take a peak inside and get an 
idea of what this car can do. 


Here in SA we love our rims so feel to L 
wheels to you sleeper car but con ll cr to 
high end or quality brands. Also stick to more common sizes 
like 16's 17's or 18's depending on the car. Widening the cars 
stock wheels is also an option especially if they're steelies 
but don’t go to crazy on the width and colour, it’s all about 
understatement. Suspension wise is where you can go crazy. 
Fitting high performance suspension parts will give your car 
the ride and handling the car need to handle the power it has 
hiding under the bonnet 


“THE LOO 


Sleeper cars are all about speed and performance so when it 
comes to tuning you MUST go all out. Engine swaps, turbochargers, 
performance exhaust systems, nitrous etc. are exactly what you 
need to have hidden in your sleeper car. With regards to your 
exhaust system don’t make it too loud and don’t make the exit too 
large, this could give away the cars true intentions. Also try and 
hide any performance orientated extra so paint your intercooler 
black behind the bumper and hide the nitrous bottle. 


When it comes to audio inside 
sleeper cars, | am tempted to tell 
you to bin it because subs and 
amps add weight. But driving and 
having music to listen to rocks so 
keep your sound system. What 
you must do though is keep it 
simple, just a single sub in a box 


with an amp an s le 
fine. If do to m 
your b nra gh, 
build the sub and amp into a 
removal box, this will allow you 
to have your tunes on the road 
and perform your best on the 
track.

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many laps as possible. On the track this month, we 

first headed down to Aldo Scribante in Port Elizabeth 
for the national championship series where we had 5 VW 
Polos entered in the Engen Polo Cup . The Polo Cup series 
is designed to be where every competitor has the exact 
same equipment as supplied by Volkswagen who run the 
series and are there to keep a strict control on the rules 
and specifications of the cars in order to create a series 
where the drivers and final setup of the cars are the only 
difference between competitors. This series is currently 
the biggest field in the national championship racing and 
the breeding ground for some of the best driving talent 
that South Africa has to offer, the average field this year 
has been 30 cars on the grid making real intense action on 
the track . At Port Elizabeth the top 19 drivers all qualified 
within a second of each other, that’s super close and ultra 
competitive. 


i hope it was a good month for you and you did as 


To keep competitive in a series like this there are a few 
essentials 

1. Vehicle preparation 

2. Driver preparation physical and mental 

3. Practice 

4. Financial support and stability ( sponsors ) 

5. Back up crew and support 


Over time we will discuss these topics 
and other requirements to participate 
at this level of our sport locally . This 
is currently the premier series to 
compete in, in South Africa as there is 
no grid that has the number of entries 
and is as competitive as Polo Cup has 
been over the past two years. All cars 
are fitted with a sealed 2.0 litre 16 V 
engine coupled to a 6 speed gearbox 
, up front they make use of Audi TT 
calipers, with the rear also using disc 
brakes and a specified standard 
Ferodo brake pad is used front and 
rear. Since its inception 15 years ago, 
the series has used a 15” slick tyres 
supplied by continental made mainly 
for the series. It is an art on its own 
for the drivers to learn to conserve 
the tyres as they are only allowed 
two new tyres per event which covers 
qualifying and sometimes three 
heats in one days racing, so learning 
to work with your equipment as 
smoothly as possible is essential. A 
locally produced shock absorber is 


specified which also adds a whole 
dimension to being able to drive a 
Polo fast around a circuit but this is 
what makes this such a challenging 
series . The racing Polo is well known 
amongst racing drivers as probably 
the most difficult and challenging 

car to drive, but drivers who have 
mastered the car and series, have 
gone on to be able to drive extremely 
well in any other events they enter 
and other vehicles they drive .From a 
safety point of view the car is fitted 
with a full rollcage that is installed by 
VW Motorsport so the driver is always 
safe in case of any mishaps and the 
series carries an excellent safety 
record . An item that is free for driver 
choice is the seat but it must be an FIA 
approved item , most of the drivers 
will opt for a full wrap around seat 
with head restraint.A 3” seatbelt will 
keep you strapped down tight and 

in your seat. Every other part on the 
car carries exact specifications and 
must match the new parts supplied by 


Volkswagen . VW motorsport does assist competitors financially 
with better prices on parts and they have a spares truck that 
goes to every event with spares to assist competitors. A 
guideline for a budget to race Polo Cup for a season will cost R 
250000.00 which are the running costs for the year excluding 
major accident damage should you have any of those . A new 
car will cost in the region of R 160000.00 when fully kitted 

and ready to race . A plus side to the Polo Cup series is the fact 
that every event is televised on Supersport which helps when 
approaching a sponsor to assist with your costs . 

The 2011 Polo Cup champion is Devin Robertson who drives 
for the Big Boss Auto / Liqui Moly team and totally dominated 
the championship in 2011. At only 19 years old ,he wrapped 
up the championship with 4 heats still to go which is rare as 
that championship normally goes down to the last heat of each 
year. ln 2012 he has had an up and down start to the season 
with three heat wins, a mechanical failure; but then an unusual 
low qualifying at PE saw him have to battle his way through the 
pack on a tight and narrow track showing how important driver 
preparation, both physically and mentally can be . Racing at this 
level is stressful and drivers apply huge amounts of pressure 
on themselves to perform. The drivers need a good support 
structure around them to alleviate this pressure and assist 
them. Parents or sponsors who merely add to this pressure do 
not do the driver any good in the long run, but normally just 
break his confidence down and will see a drop in performance 
whenever this extra pressure is exerted . Rather help and 
support to ensure they still get to enjoy what they are doing. 
People who have not competed themselves will be surprised at 
the level of concentration required and mental levels required 
that 10 or 12 laps of national championship racing can take and 
that is what makes proper training and practice so important to 
be competitive . Being able to concentrate properly for 100% 
of the race and not making any unforced errors can be the 
difference of being a champion or runner up. 
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To the less serious stuff, if you 

are going to start yourself off with 
club days or open track days then 
probably the first purchase that 
should be on your shopping list 
will be a spare set of rims so that 
you can fit a set of semi slicks to 
use on these days. Semi slicks are 
road legal so can be fitted prior 
and driven to the track , used 

for your track sessions and then 
driven back home . Normally after 
a good few sessions on the track 
you will drive home quite sedately 
anyway so the extra use on them 
will be negligible as the road just 
cannot give you the same exhilara- 
tion as being on the track can. 
Also on the way home you will 
immediately notice all the outside 
dangers that our roads throw into 
the mix taking away the driving 
pleasure . The semi slicks will offer 
a lot more grip than road tyres on 
track and improve your lap times , 
you will also find that they do not 


wear down as quickly as road tyres 
will when getting punished on the 
track At most tracks you would 
probably improve your times by 
an average of two seconds per lap 
by using semi slicks. A full slick 
tyre would give another improve- 
ment in Laptimes but full slicks are 
normally more expensive,don't last 
as long and they are also not road 
legal . Full slicks will also suffer a 
loss in laptimes as they go through 
more heat cycles so they are not 
normally the best option for track 
days as your first objective when 
starting off should be to learn the 
lines and get consistency , the 
sooner you can be consistent the 
easier it will be to improve . There 
is a saying about rather being 
consistently slow than a one lap 
wonder as someone that is consis- 
tent is guaranteed to improve the 
more they do it and is normally a 
better student than someone that 
does not have the basics right. 


When purchasing the rims for track day use there are a few areas to look 


at: 


1. Rim size: Check width and tyre availability in semis before buying .It is 

important to know that you will be able to get semi's and what tyre prices 
will be when you need to replace them and certain more popular sizes are 
cheaper than less popular sizes even though they maybe bigger 


2. Rim weight: Your rims need to be as light as possible bearing in mind 
that proper lightweight wheels will be a lot more expensive but will not 
make much of a difference for track day use and weight difference will 
only normally be appreciated by more experienced drivers and when you 
are extracting every last fraction of time out of the car, so yes if you have 
the budget for it but not an essential if you don't 


3. Rim style: Go for something that will offer best cooling possible for 
the brakes and not something that will keep the heat in 


4. Rim offset: : If possible go for something that will have a lower offset 
than vehicle normally uses as this will bring the wheels slightly outwards 
and improve handling , always checking what the standard offsets are and 
not going higher than that or altering offsets where the car, as standard 
runs different offsets front and rear then your new wheels would have to 
have similar offset difference or it could affect handling quite drastically. 


5. Further development of the car: Making sure that if you are going to 
upgrade brakes at a later stage, then the wheels will allow for that or any 
other development you might plan so that you do not end up spending 
money twice on the same things because they are no longer suitable 


If you’re in doubt rather call an 
expert or somebody you know has 
some experience with it rather 
than just getting sold the set of 
wheels just because that is what 
the dealership has in stock or you 
can give me a call on (011)907- 
0678 if you need some help

Given that the Golf-R is so impressive from 
the factory, Sportech knew they had to use 
only the best parts to upgrade the motor and 
since they are agents for APR Tuning, they 
already had some of the best parts at their 
disposal! APR Tuning are well know in the 

VW tuning world and on this particular car 
Sportech installed the APR 3 stage kit. The 
brilliant thing about this kit is that everything 
comes packaged together so you don't need 
to try and mix and match parts in the hope 

of getting it right, APR has done that for you 
and got everything spot on. What's also really 
impressive is the fact that to fit the kit you 
don’t remove the motor, only the front bum- 
per and the sub-frame was lowered, all the 
parts then simply bolt on and you're left with 
a car that doesn't only perform but the engine 
bay still looks neat and not like a cow gave 
birth on it like some other conversions. The kit 
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itself starts with the GT28 turbocharger that 
replaces the stock one and it's mounted on an 
APR turbo manifold. The stock intercooler was 
binned as well and replaced with a bigger APR 
front mounted intercooler, this was the same 
fate suffered by the stock injectors which 
were replaced with a set of bigger ones, again 
from APR. These injectors 
are fed garage spec 95 oc- 
tane from the upgraded APR 
fuel pumps and to control 
the fuelling, and almost 
everything else in the motor, 
APR software has been up- 
loaded onto the car’s computer. Apart from all 
the bigger and tastier bits on the motor, the 
APR kit also comes with all the silicone pipes 
and connectors that you need and a gorgeous 
APR Carbonio carbon fibre air intake system 
which looks awesome. Finally to finish it off,

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an APR exhaust system was fitted which looks 
similar to the stock system from the tailpipes’ 
end but once the car is lifted, you'll see that 
the exhaust is much larger and less restric- 
tive. The exhaust itself does aid the car in 

its performance endeavours, but the way it 
sounds must be given a mention, it gives the 
car a kind of boxer beat, like 
a Scooby but not exactly. | 
can't really describe it but 
just trust me when | say it 
sounds brilliant and very 
un-Golf like. So, with all 

the good stuff installed it 
would mean nothing if the car wasn't pushing 
out the figures to match. Well, after a stint 

on the dyno, the APR kit proved itself to be 
worth very penny with a horsepower reading 
of 244.5kW on the wheels with 472Nm of 
torque!

With so much power and torque on hand 
you would think that the front wheels would 
be left screeching every time the loud pedal 
was depressed but the Golf-R has another 
trick up its sleeve, all wheel drive! Yes that 
power gets fed to all four wheels making 
sure hard launches are taken care of by all 
four tyres thanks to the 6 speed DSG dual 
clutch gearbox which controls everything. 
The gearbox is a piece of art but it has been 
upgraded with the use of a Haldex computer 
box. The Haldex box improves the DSG and 
the differentials’ responses making sure the 
car puts down the power better when you 
launch. What's also cool is the sound when 
you slow down and the ‘box changes down, 
it automatically blips the throttle giving off a 
real racy sound. 

The final part of the whole equation when 
it comes to putting down the power are; the

wheels, the tyres and suspension. The wheels 
on the car are lightweight 18” graphite co- 
loured pieces from VW Racing and they have 
been wrapped in Toyo Proxes R888 semi-slick 
tyres that measure 225/40R18 and they're 
perfectly street legal but offer brilliant grip... 
but | don't really recommend using them in 
the rain. Keeping those wheels planted on the 
road are a Set of coilovers from VW Racing 
and not only have Sportech set the car super 
low but it's really stiff which mean this car will 
stick to the track with no effort at all. To bring 
the car to a halt, the front brakes have been 
upgraded using a set of 6 pot calipers with 
uprated disks in front while the back has been 
left stock. For all you guys who are wonder- 
ing what's up with all the VW Racing parts, 
they've been added because Sportech are the 
official agents for VW Racing as well, so this 
car literally has some of the best parts on it 
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that any VW could ask for. 

There's no denying that this car has some of 
the best parts money can buy hidden under 
the skin but on the outside the car has been 
left completely stock. Normally | wouldn't 
be impressed by this but on a Golf-R, the 
aggressive factory body kit looks better than 
almost anything the aftermarket can offer and 
the black mirrors look really sweet as well. On 
a personal note, | think all this car needs is a 
carbon fibre bonnet, it will look crazy against 
blue paintwork and it would cut weight as 
well. 

Inside the car things are exactly the same 
as the outside, but thanks to the car's sexy 
leather seats and Gallardo style flat bottomed 
steering wheel, there’s not much you'll want 
to change inside. Once again, | must mention 
that | would fit a set of carbon shelled racing 
seats with harnesses just to cut weight but 


that’s just my opinion and when did that ever count? What has been 
added to the inside though is a RAM tablet holder, this was fitted so 
hat an iPad could be mounted and thanks to an App called Dash 
Command, the iPad can display real time data from the car that can be 
saved. That's really cool and eliminates the need for any gauges on the 
inside of the cabin, now that’s technology for you! The final bit on the 
car which should get a mention is the sound system, that's still com- 
pletely stock but because this is a track car you don’t need a thumping 
sound system and because it’s a modern car, the stock system is quite 
impressive anyway. 

Normally, I’m not impressed by Golfs but after going for a ride in 
his and have a good squiz at it | must say | was really impressed. This 
is certainly one Golf-R which looks set to take to the track in anger 
and thanks to its aggressive looks and power; this car is going to leave 
quite a few hot hatches in a very bad mood!

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here’s something about supercars that seems 
to make men weak at the knees. Could it be 
the sweet talk from the motor which seduces 
us or could it be all those sexy curves which 
could make anyone go gaga? What ever it is though, 
we all love super cars and Vernon Bricknell is no ex- 
ception. The only difference is that where most guys 
have the car equivalent of the girl next door, Vernon 
has gone on to get himself the Kim Kardashian of the 
racing car world; the only difference being is that the 
car is much smarter than Ms. Kardashian. 
The car in question is a Porsche 911 996 
GT3 RSR and telling by the 
amount of 
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numbers and letters in that name you can see that 
it is smarter than Kim. The Porsche actually started 
life in Germany where it left the production line as 
a dedicated racing car, hence the RSR name. The 
RSR models are limited runs that are used purely for 
racing and features a whole bunch of performance 
oriented changes that you won't find on the road car 
or RS and cup car, which means they're very seri- 
ous bits of kit. This car in particular car has quite an 
illustrious racing career having been raced all over 
Europe at some of the worlds most famous tracks and 
the car even competed in Le Mans. It was that same 
career which led to the incident that brought the car 
to South Africa. During a race at the Nurburgring, the 
car had an accident which damaged the roof slightly 
but because the car was already being replaced by 
the newer model, the racing team decided not 
to fix the car. This is where Vernon comes 
into the picture, he’s been racing 
Porsches for years and he also 
owns a high powered GT2 rac- 
ing car and a classic 911 in 
full race trim. With a love 
of Porsches like that, 
Vernon couldn't resist 
owning such a rare 
race orientated 
Porsche.

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Once Vernon bought the car, he had it shipped to its new 
home in the sun where the first call of business was getting 
that roof fixed. Here, Rapid Motors come into the picture. They 
have a chassis jig for the GT3 and so they were able to fix the 
roof and get her back into shape. Once the body work was 
repaired, everyone could appreciate the car's sexy shape in 

all its curvaceous glory. What sets the RSR model apart is the 
wide body kit that extends the width of the front and rear 

of the car. The body kit features a whole bunch of vents that 
are placed strategically on the fenders and rear quarters to 
ensure air flows in, out and around the body to give the car 
really good aerodynamics. To further aid the car’s aerodynamic 
pursuits, the front features a lower carbon fibre splitter with 
carbon fibre canards on the sides. At the back the car sports 

a massive GT wing and just like every vent and canard on this 
car, that wing serves a genuine purpose by keeping the car's 
bum planted. Apart from all the aerodynamics, the car follows 
a strict diet which is similar to that of a super model. To keep 
the car's weight down, a majority of the components are made 
from carbon fibre and composites like Kevlar and lexan. Items 
such as the doors are carbon fibre which means they're super 
light. The bumpers, arches and other parts on the car are also 
lightweight; either being made from carbon fibre or other 
composites likes Kevlar. The window are made from Lexan and 
they weigh nothing when you compare them to the glass you'll 
normally find on a car and in true race car style the driver's 
side window features a slider and the rear quarters have vents 
in them. Just like any women, the under side of the car also 
features a couple of secrets. Under the body the car features 
under body aerodynamics components made from carbon fibre 
and at the back you can see the carbon fibre diffuser. Also un- 
derneath the car are the air-jacks that allow the car to be lifted 
in the pits without the need of a conventional trolley jack. All 
the aerodynamic aids are in place to keep the car planted but 
it's the job of the wheels to really keep this car on the track. 
The wheels on this car are a set of genuine lightweight 18” 
BBS racing wheels with a proper centre nut mounting system 
for easy wheel changes. Wrapped around those wheels are 
proper racing tyres and depending on the weather this Porsche 
either goes out wearing Michelin racing slicks or wet weather 
tyres. The tyres themselves measure 27/65-18 in front and 
71/31-18 at the back. Apart from the wheels keeping the car 
in contact with the tarmac, the suspension also need to receive 
a mention. Suspension wise the car uses McPherson struts in 
front and a multi-link setup in the rear with double coil springs 
and Sachs shock absorbers all round with adjustable anti-roll 
bars, all proper race equipment.

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From the outside, this car is a real racer 
but if you're still not convinced then a look 
inside will really convince you. Climbing into 
the car is a bit of a struggle because of the 
very intricate roll-cage with an X-beam right 
by the door and the OMP carbon shelled wrap 
around seat with Sabelt harness. Luckily to 
make access easier, the Momo racing steer- 
ing wheel is removal. Once inside the car 
you're faced with a carbon fibre dashboard 
with enough toggle switches and buttons 
not only to confuse a blonde but anyone for 
the matter. The switch gear is all in place to 
control various aspects of the car, ranging 
from the car's ignition system, lights and fire 
extinguisher to controlling the car’s brake 
bias between the front and the back. Also 
on the dashboard, there’s a Motec display 
with data logger, this allows Vernon and his 
super mechanic Danie to scrutinise the car's 
performance after every race. On either side, 
you'll find the strangest thing ever, late model 
Audi TT vents, | guess not even the RSR can 
escape the VW Group's parts bin. For all you 
guys who are reading this and noticed all the 
stickers in a funny language, it’s Russian and 
the reason why it's all in Russian is because in

Europe this car was raced by two drivers from, 
you guessed it Russia. 

With very little weight to lug around and 
a whole host of aerodynamic aids to help it 
a long, this Porsche could probably perform 
well with almost any engine but what gives 
with car the real edge is the very special 
motor tucked away somewhere in that rather 
cramped engine compartment. The motor is 
a 4.0 flat 6 (two cams per cylinder head) with 
quad cam shafts and it's a dedicated race 
motor featuring almost every N/A upgrade 
imaginable. Starting with the bits you can see, 
there are two carbon fibre air intake ram tubes 
with no restrictors that lead into the carbon 
fibre airbox. In Europe though, the car would 
run a smaller intake to comply with the series’ 
rules and regulations. The same can be said 
about the exhaust, the one fitted to the car 
now is less restrictive than the one used in 
the European racing series because of noise 
level restrictions. Here in SA we don't need 
to stress about that, so this baby can scream! 
Inside the motor has been completely blue 
printed and balanced which helps with reli- 
ability and performance of course, along with 
the three radiators in the front bumper. The 


motor is fed racing fuel through two high flow 
fuel pumps leading from the fuel tank that's 
filled through a Le-Mans style quick filler. 

The car's oil feed has also been beefed up, 
again all in the name of endurance racing. The 
awesome thing about this motor is that, as it 
stands, it pushes out a whopping 500Hp on 
the flywheel; combine that with the feather 
weight and you can see why this car flies. To 
get that power to the rear wheels, a Porsche 
developed 6 speed sequential gearbox has 
been installed meaning finding the right gear 
is one less thing to worry about on the track. 
So, what's she like on the track? Well, we've 
seen this car in action and with Vernon behind 
the wheel the good girl knows who's the boss 
and Vernon has piloted the car to a best time 
of 01:04 minutes around Zwartkops. The final 
parts that make up this car are the brakes, the 
calipers come from Brembo and there's a set 
of vented and grooved disks. All perfect to 
bring this car to a halt. 

This Porsche is truly a Devil in a red dress, 
able to seduce you with her sultry curves but 
out on the track, she knocks out other drivers 
with her devilish ways.

In the first years Brad ran the biggest talents 
South Africa had to offer on both the 1000 and 600cc's. As the partner- 
ship with Honda started to develop and winning became a standard, major 
sponsors started to show interest in the professionalism of the team. It 
was not just the results that triggered the interest in Anassis Racing. The 
whole entourage Brad was creating provided the sponsors with the ideal 
representation of their branding. Alongside, Brad had decided to run expe- 
rienced riders next to young talents in order to balance the performance 
of the squad.

Another strategic 
change came along when the team 
decided to focus only on the Super- 
sport class by dropping the 1000cc

team engineers to concentrate on one bike alone and further develop the 
sophisticated machine. 


Portable Shade as part of the Anassis Group 

of companies developed the next level of 
professional pit complex that included a three 
level super rig transporter never seen before 

in the world, during the course of 2011, it was 
soon named as a Hollywood style paddock. 
Facilitating the engineers and riders with the 
best possible comfort to work in and it gave 
the special guests of the team a never seen 
before experience at the track. The trailer 
holds six separate loading bays for bikes, a VIP 
lounge and a change room for the riders with all 
conveniences and it has enough space to carry 
all equipment and spares for the team. Another 
first in SA saw Anassis Racing with Esteq to 
become the first team to use data logging. 
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The Anassis team riders for BikeFin Honda 
that compete in the South African Supersport 
Championship are riders: Lance Isaacs, Clint 
Seller, Brent Harran and Cam Petersen. The 
regional team with PS Full Throttle Honda line 
up with Themba Khumalo and Anthony Less- 
ing soon to be on the new Moto3 Honda HRC 
machines. Anassis Racing also compete in the 
SA SuperMotard championship with $1 Cam 
Petersen and Pro Mini with Max Jordaan. To top 
it up their SA MX team consists of four riders, 
current SA Pro Mini Champ; Tristan Purdon, 
Wyatt Avis a multiple SA champion, Ant Raynard 
and Dirco Van Der Westhuizen.

he succeeded in his plan laid out years before.

Although the team 
is currently racing against much newer models 
and advanced counterparts, Anassis Racing is 
still the team to beat on the Honda CBR6OORR. 
Moreover, the team has proven to be so com- 
petitive that they are now also branded as the 
show makers of each race. 

It is the constant development that gives 
Anassis Racing and the BikeFin Honda Team a 
brilliant future. As much as it might seem to the 
spectators, there is much more to come!

Now most 
people here in SA have never seen any of the newer Skylines in 
the flesh and even more don't even know what it is, but when 
you look at the crowd which gathered around this car, you can 
tell that South African’s know a hardcore piece of performance 
kit when they see one.

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In all honesty though, in stock form the GTS-T 
is not that pretty and will never look as ag- 
gressive as its big brother GT-R. This is exactly 
how this car looked when Shakeel got his 
hands it. It was plain old silver and completely 
stock. In stock form though a Skyline can pull 
a crowd but Shakeel wanted to go further 
than that and so using his years of custom 

car experience he set about transforming the 
car into one of the cleanest GTS-T's in the 
country, not bad for a car destined to be used 
purely as a drift car (we all know what hap- 
pens to those once walls are brought into the 
mix). To start the car's transformation, the first 
things to go were the bumpers and side skirts. 
These were replaced with a full body kit from 
Taiwan which was customised even further in 
order to fit and made it even more aggressive 
and unique. The body kit looks really neat 

yet aggressive and really makes the car stand 
out from other GTS-T’s that I've seen locally. 
Moving to the back of the car, the stock, flat, 


round, ugly wing thingy which come stock on 
the GTS-T was removed and replaced with a 
wing from the GT-R model. The wing’s blade 
though is totally unique, it’s a double blade 
similar to the one found on the GT-R 400R 
model and it was custom made by Shakeel, 
this looks really cool and you would swear the 
blade came straight from some high-end Japa- 
nese tuner. With the body kit fitted, the car 
could receive its new coat of paint, a bright 
green hue which attracts onlookers wherever 
the car goes. The colour is really bright and it’s 
a colour | would never have expected to see 
ona Skyline but after seeing the car it actually 
suits it. To compliment the new colour, the 
rear taillights received a light tinting while 

the rear and side indicators along with the 
rear centre garnish were blacked out. Finally 
to finish off the exterior, the car received a 
custom set of graphics which was designed by 
Designer Graphix. The design is fairly simple 
and consists only of a couple of “speed 


squares” and the Lowrider Customs Logo 
splashed on the bonnet so you don't forget 
who built the car. 

Still on the outside though, no custom car 
would be complete without a set of custom 
wheels so the stock Nissan wheels were 
chucked in favour of a set of 19” BBS replica 
wheels that were sprayed black and there's a 
set of custom centre caps. The wheels were 
actually a mission to find because the Skyline 
has such a strange PCD that’s not common 
on local shores. Wrapped around those 19” 
are a set of tyres which are always changing 
thanks to Shakeel’s penchant for spinning 
them. What doesn't change though are the 
tyre’s size which are 235/35R19 in front and 
wider 245/35R19 at the back. The rims are 
still attached to the car's stock suspension but 
the springs were changed to a set of lowering 
springs. As the Skyline stands now, it’s still a 
little too high but Shakeel is planning to fit 
a set of coilovers which will allow the front 
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bumper to decapitate ants and other insects 
as they cross the road. Behind the wheels, the 
stock brakes can still be found which is not 

a problem because Skylines, Supras, RX-7's, 
Scoobies and Evos leave the factory with bril- 
liant brakes, 

Opening the frameless doors, an experi- 
ence | enjoy when it comes to cars that not 
many people own, you're taken into to the in- 
terior. Inside the car is still stock with its grey 
velour seats, well at least | think its velour 
and really thick carpeting. The only additions 
made to the interior are the aftermarket gear 
knob and Prosport boost gauge which sits on 
the A-pillar. The interior is loaded with po- 
tential but Shakeel is still unsure what to do 
with it, racy or luxurious and comfortable, it's 
a tough choice. Personally | say a set of Bride 
seats, Takata harness and a rear cage should 
be fitted and then the whole car should be 
given to me...hint hint. 

The sound system in the car is still stock 


and consists of a funny double din Pioneer CD 
headunit that the car came with from Japan 
and the stock speakers. This is not a big deal 
because when you have an RB motor sitting 
under the bonnet, the rumble from the turbo- 
charged 6 cylinder is music to your ears. 

To enhance the music from the 6 potter, 
Shakeel had the motor fettled by Joss Racing 
Developments out in Midrand and boy did 
they pull off one 
hell of a good job. To 
extract more power 
from the 2.5 motor, 
the team from Joss refrained from opening the 
motor but rather stuck a few go faster goodies 
on the outside. Those goodies start off with 
the T3/T4 hybrid turbo with a 4.8 housing, the 
turbo then feeds into the huge front mounted 
intercooler which leads into the GReddy style 
intake. The intake is really cool as it eliminates 
that ugly intercooler pipe that runs over the 
motor on stock RB25 motors and it helps pre-

vent turbo lag. To keep the boost in check, and 
aftermarket dumpvalve and wastegate were 
fitted which give off that sexy swoosh which 
made sure everyone in Newtown knew we 
were coming. The final part of the turbo in- 
stallation comes down to the exhaust, a larger 
diameter unit from 5zigen which doesn't only 
look intimidating but sounds the part as well. 
To give the motor the fuel it needs, six 600cc 
injectors were fitted 
to a custom fuel rail 
and they're kept fed 
by the RMI upgraded 
fuel pump. All of this is controlled by the 
Dicktator fuel management system. These 
few bolt on parts push up the motor’s power 
reading to a more than healthy 245kW on the 
wheels, you got to love Japanese 6 cylinders. 
The torque figure is unknown but telling by 
the way this car accelerates and how easily 
it lights up the rear tyres, I'll post that figure 
at really high and more than enough. All that 
Continued on next page...

sk any performance junkie what's the best thing 


charger. Over the years turbochargers have been 
bolted to anything and everything, from scooters 
to hatchbacks and even a couple of boats in between. This 
all round love for the turbocharger is all fine and dandy but 
over the years it's made the tuning game a little bit boring. 
Need more power? Fit a turbo, need even more power? Turn 
up the boost. Need even more power than before? Turn 
up the boost even more, blow the engine and lose all your 
money and maybe your wife in the process. 

Back in the old days, tuners didn’t really have the luxury 
of turbochargers, they were like a dark art and so tuners like 
Mike Costin and Keith Duckworth, they're the founders of 


ever invented and chances are they'll say a turbo- 


Cosworth, cut their teeth in the world of Naturally Aspirated 
or N/A tuning. This was a world where camshafts, valves, car- 
burettors and a timing gun would get tuners, who wore ties 
while they worked all giddy before their wives lovingly put a 
mug of tea on their work bench. Today the world of N/A has 
become more advanced but the basic principles have stayed 
the same, the only big change that has happened though is 
that tuners no longer wear ties and chances are, if you shout- 
ed from your garage at your wife to bring you a cup of tea, 
she might just come in and throw the scalding cup at you. 
Now judging by the lack of burn marks and scars on the arms 
of Jody Von Schoor, he hasn't had a cup of hot tea thrown at 
him, but what he does have is a N/A tuned Golf that may just 
be as hot as that cup of tea | just told you about.

Jody is no stranger to building hot cars as 
he’s the owner of JVS Tuning and because 
he’s based in low altitude Cape Town, he 
knew that when he built this car he didn't 
need to over do things and go the whole tur- 
bo route. Before | go any further though, let 
me just tell everyone that as much as | make 
N/A tuning sound simpler than going the 
turbo route, | must explain that N/A can get 
just as complicated and with that said, all the 
N/A fans or turbo junkies can step away from 
their keyboards and keep whatever they 
wanted to complain about away from some 
forum. Now, back to the car, being a Golf, 
Jody could've chosen to fit a whole myriad 
of VW motors to play with like the VR6 or 
the more common motor for these kinds 
of conversions, the 2.0 8 valve motor. But, 
being the smart guy that he is or maybe it's 
the fresh air in Cape Town that helped him, 
Jody chose the less common 2.0 16 valve 
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motor because of the simple fact that 8 more 
valves means more air can get into the motor 
and exhaust gasses can get out quicker...pure 
common sense. The 2.0 16 valve is a little 
powerhouse on it’s own but there’s no harm 
in breathing new life into the motor and trust 
me with regards to this motor, Jody really 
huffed and puffed and this car will blow you 
away. As with all engines, the whole theory 
behind getting more power revolves around 
getting more air and fuel into the motor 

and to get the maximum amount of air into 
the motor Jody installed a set of Individual 
Throttle Bodies (ITB’s) with JVS ram tubes 
mounted onto the intake manifold along with 
a very cool fuel rail. Inside the motor, well 
the head to be exact, a set of 288° camshafts 
were fitted and to make sure they open 

and close on cue, a vernier cam pulley was 
installed. With the ram tubes now sucking in 
the air, the car needed a new exhaust system 
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to spit out any spent gasses. To get this job 
done a custom built 63mm mandrel bent 
exhaust system was fitted. The last perfor- 
mance bits that were added to the motor are 
the Go-Tech engine management system to 
control the fueling and there’s an MSD Coil 
to make sure that all the cylinders get the 
spark they need. To get the motor setup cor- 
rectly, all the tuning was carried out by Jody 
himself and | guess he did a very good job 
because as it stands now, the motor pushes 
out a healthy 152kW and 245Nm of torque. 
That pushes this little Golf to a quarter mile 
time of 13 seconds which is really good 
when you consider some turbocharged cars 
struggle to do that. To give the motor extra 
detailing, the tappet cover and ITB manifold 
were sprayed black with pink spattering on it 
and the same was done to the gearbox. 

On the subject of the gearbox, it’s a 5 
speed 2.0 gearbox that’s been fitted with a 


competition stage 4 clutch. This heavy clutch 
must give Jody's left calf muscle one hell 

of a work out and if it’s bigger than his right 
one, now you know why. The gearbox spins 
the front hubs which hold the 15" TFT Racing 
wheels in place and wrapped around these 
rims are Bridgestone MY-O1 that measure 
195/50R15.

With all the performance bits lurking 

under the skin, you would think that Jody 

would've gone just as crazy on the outside 

and on the inside but luckily he kept things 

nice and simple which is exactly how a Golf's 
meant to look. 
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them along, a

what coilovers can do to a car's handling, 
especially when you install a strutbrace as 
well like Jody has. Finally to bring the car to 
a halt, Powerbrake disks were installed and

style bumpers 
with the lower 
grill and there's a badgeless grill between 
the headlamps, both of which were treated 
to the GTi style red pinstripe. At the bottom 
of the front bumper, a Cressida lip was 
installed which is a real must have if your 


Golf has the Citi spec bumpers. All the lights 
were also upgraded to crystal head lamps up 
front and at the back and LED indicators. The 
most notable change to the car is the carbon 
fibre vinyl wrapped bonnet and on the sides 
there's something | haven't seen on a Golf in 
ages; side skirts! 

When you look inside the car, you can 
tell that Jody wanted to keep the simple 
exterior theme going on the inside as well. 
This means that everything has been kept 
fairly stock, like the seats which are semi- 
vinyl with cloth and the old style dashboard 
with the three gauges in the centre con- 
sole; personally | love that centre console 
and it takes me back to the days when my 
eldest brother had his Maroon Mk1 and 
then his Blue Jumbo with VR6 wheels. The 
only changes that have been made to the 
interior are the Momo steering wheels and 
the various gauges and toggle switches that

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hint at this car's racing exploits. On the 
A-pillar there’s a massive tachometer 
that works with the shift light mounted 
on the dash. Joining the tachometer on 
the A-pillar is a; Fuel/Air ratio gauge, a 
fuel pressure gauge and added to the 
centre console there's an oil tempera- 
ture gauge so Jody can keep an eye on 
everything that's happening under the 
hood. 

The last part of the car that really 
shocked me was the fact that it actu- 
ally has a sound system and the reason 
why it shocked me was because you 
wouldn't expect a car that runs really 
good times like this one to be lugging 
a heavy sound system in the boot. 
Anyway, now that I’m over that shock,

I'm really glad that my “wise words” 
are helping you uunderstand the 
audio world better. Now let’s get 
down to your amp, firstly, what 
3000w amp is it? Secondly, what is 
the fuse rating on your amp? If it has 
four 30a fuses, then you should have 
a single 20a fuse with 6” cabling 
from the battery.If you have a proper 
3000wrms Monoblock, then you 
should use at least a 250a external 
fuse. Have a look at all your fuse 
ratings and change them accordingly, 
then you shouldn't have a problem 
with blowing fuses any longer. If the 
problem persists, have your car’s 
wiring checked, it’s always better to 
be safe that sorry.

As for your 
question, the answer is both yes and 
no. You see, 6x9‘s are best used on 
their own when you just want some 
sound in your. When you're using 
subwoofers, its best to use a split 
system rather than 6x9’s because 
splits do not affect or muffle the sub 
bass because of the crossovers on 
them. So, if you are going to include 
a sub in your layout, rather stay clear 
of the 69's and stick to a set of 
splits for your front fill.

Head units are 
the source of your system; it’s what's processing the data and 
delivering the signal info to your amp and speakers. Let's 
break it down. Don't want to confuse you. When | said OEM, it 
means the factory installed “anything”. Here we are referring to 
radios. So why is it important and how does it make my sound 
better? With Head units it’s all about decoding and process- 
ing. Decoding the information on you DISC or USB and then 
processing it into sound format to be played from the speakers 
or to be beefed up at the amplifier. 

Different head unit brands use different techniques and 
components to make their product unique. Remember there 
is also a huge difference in radios and if you listen closely you 
will notice some are brilliant and some need to be shot. That's 
why one for R999 can not sound better than the ones up the 
model range for R3999. It’s not just the fancy lighting or knobs 
you pay for its circuitry as well. Another thing to look for is the 
RCA line out Voltage and the amount of line outs. More voltage 
means more signal to your amp and 2 or more RCA line outs 
mean better control for your system. Remember a branded 
radio also comes with a good shock absorbing CD mechanism 
so your songs don't skip with a vibration or when you're on 
rough roads. When | say Line Out Voltage mean the signal volt- 
age output from the RCAs on the rear of your radio. On the box 
and manual of your radio it will state, 2v or 4v or higher. This 
means that the signal output from that RCA outs are Av giving 
a cleaner and stronger signal to the amp than a 2v radio.

Now, | 
know sound systems are quite common in cars but this Citroen 
takes it one step further. Thanks to Starsound, they hooked up 
the car with two of their 12” subwoofers in the back with match- 
ing mids and tweeters hidden on the inside.

| fiers were fitted, one being a SSA-S-2600.4 while the other is a 
SSA-S1A-5600 with a CP200 2.0 Farad Cap making sure they're 
always juiced up. To make the install really special, the installers, 
Cardio also fitted a set of Pioneer CDJ 2000 and mixer sponsored 
by Pro Audio Pioneer head office so that Lea and Morgan could 
start a party anywhere! As an added bonus , the sound system 
has a set of Aux outputs which allows the system to be hooked 
up to an extra set of speakers. Apart from the system, the car is 
actually stock which isn't a bad thing because it has a really sexy 
leather interior and all the trimming you need. The only change 
to the exterior has been the graphics, which were done by Bandit 
Signs and they make sure you know who's behind the wheel.

hen When it comes to car shows, you don’t expect 
small towns to hook up the hottest shows but when 
i you throw in Terence from Supersonic Car audio 

Customising, The Ridge Casino, IASCA, Max My Ride, some of 
Gauteng’s hottest crews and the real petrol heads from Mpuma- 
langa, then you better get ready for a show that will be totally off 
the chain! For the record, if Supersonic sounds familiar, they're 
the team behind the successful Newcastle Car Show that’s held 
at Blackrock Casino and if you've been there then you can only 
imagine what would be waiting in Witbank. 

Here at MMR our Ridge Casino Car show experience started a 
few days early as we started making arrangements for a convoy 
that would be attending the show.

On the other side of these displays, in the area where 


the Sound Off was taking place, were the guys from 
Planet Electronics who had brought along four cars all 
featuring very sexy Kicker installs, my favourite being 
the convertible BMW as well as some really nice Golfs. 
They were later joined by Nick from Radiotech who 
came with their black Bantam. The guys from Kicker are 
always rad to talk to and | love their products and this 
time it was no different.

Here there were good numbers in the lower 
classes with the “normal” cars, but the big numbers 
belonged to the full SPL cars. In these classes, it was 
Ravinaal from Sound Freaks who took top honours in 
the Ultimate Class with a reading of 163.4dB. Two other 
big contenders were Tony Byrne with his Mini and the 
Mini of Ranesh Sukhai from team Ricos TNT. Tony Byrne 
who is a record holder, impressed with 157.3dB while 
Ranesh achieved 155.6dB. The show also had a Bass 
Boxing competition and the big boys here were all in 
the middleweight class where Balan Muthan won with a 
reading of 150.4dB.

One such bakkie belongs to Elias Maphosa from 
Jo'burg. He met Faheem at a car show and after 
seeing what Faheem had done to his own bakkie; 


Tt 
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Elias hatched a plan to turn his bakkie into the 
tasty treat you see before you. 

Before the Ranger was transformed though, it 
lived quite a hard life. The bakkie was actually a 
work bakkie so it was used to carry loads and do 
all the usual things bakkies do, not very interest- 
ing if you ask me. So with the new plan hatched 
Elias and Faheem sat down to iron out the details 
on what was needed to make the bakkie more Cor- 
don Bleu than Cordon Bleh! To get this right, the 
recipe included two major ingredients, one was 
sound and the other was bucket loads of style.

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Both these elements play into each 
other as most of the custom work was 
done to incorporate the sound into 

the car and it was all done with look- 
ing good in mind. Starting off on the 
outside, the bakkie was beefed up with 
the addition of a set of widened arches 
with custom built extension added to 
the bumper so that everything flows. On 
the sides, some body trim pieces were 
added to the doors, these really give 
the slab sided bakkie some extra detail. 
Upfront, a custom nudgebar was fitted 
to nudge on-lookers away when they 
start crowding around the bakkie...which 
is inevitable. At the back, right behind 
the cabin a custom roll over bar was 
added which has three bars as opposed 
to the more traditional two. The back of 
the bakkie is also covered with a custom 
made load bed cover which consists 

of two pieces, one that stays closed 

and the piece opens to reveal a tasty 
secret that I'll tell you about later. All 
the custom body work makes the bakkie 
look way cooler than stock but what was 
needed next was a new spray job. This 
saw Faheem sand down the bakkie and 
apply a custom mix of champagne paint 
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with hologram tinsel added into the mix 
to give that brilliant sparkle when the 
sun hits the bakkie. To add an even more 
personal touch to the bakkie, custom 
airbrushing was added to the tailgate 
and load bed cover which depicts Elias 
standing next to his bakkie in downtown 
Jozi, now that’s cool. The outside of 

the bakkie is loaded with details and 
custom work which you only pick up 
when you look at the bakkie but there's 
one bit of custom work which | hate and 
it wasn't carried out by Faheem or com- 
missioned by Elias. See, while the bakkie 
was parked in a basement parking some 
idiot decided to smash in the passenger 
rear view mirror out of spite. | guess you 
must be doing something right when 
you have haters like that. 

With the outside receiving so much 
attention it would be downright unfair if 
the interior didn't receive the same lus- 
cious loving as the outside. Well, after 
looking at the inside | can tell you guys 
that this interior has been done bril- 
liantly. On the seats themselves, Faheem 
ripped off the stock material off and 
replaced it with black and cream leather 
with Faheem’‘s trademark diamond 


pattern sewn in. The doorcards were 
given the same treatment which is 
something that I've never seen done 
inside a bakkie. Opening up the rear 
suicide doors, Faheem built a pair of 
mini seats in the back which match 
the interior theme. What's really 
cool about the interior though are all 
the moulded and painted surfaces, 
to get this done Faheem had to 
remove all the stock trim, sand it, 
prime it, mould in speaker pods and 
then repaint it in either cream or 
black with tinsel added in for good 
measure. The only problem with all 
the painted surfaces is the fact that 
you have to sit really still inside the 
bakkie so that you don't scratch 
anything but that’s a small sacrifice 
to pay for the awesome look. 
Making up a big part of this 
interior is the sound system. Starting 
in front, the standard heater controls 
had to be moved to make way for the 
Planet Electronics double din GPS 
headunit with the pre-amp moulded 
into a pod below it. in the doors, 
there's a set of Alpine 6” splits with 
the tweeters moulded into the rear 
trim panel, all of which looks really 
stock, but custom if you get I'm say- 
ing. In front headrests there's also a 
set of screens to make sure the rear 
passengers are kept entertained and 
in the lower sections of there rear 
doors, Pure Audio screens have been 
installed as well. Between the rear 


seats is where you'll find the real in- 
teresting bit, housed in a box in the 
load bed and blasting through a hole 
cut in the rear panel are four 12” 
Targa competition series subwoofers. 
All the speakers are in the bakkie are 
powered by the Targa amplifiers, two 
being 3000W units while the other 
two are 2.4KZ pieces. The amps are 
kept powered up by the Sound- 
stream Capcell which looks like a 
whole other battery and an Optima 
Yellow Top battery. Opening the rear 
tailgate is anther surprise, not only 
can you look into the install an see 
the subs magnets but Faheem has 
also installed three more Pure Audio 
screens. To say the sound system 

in this car is extreme would be like 
calling a McDonalds fine dining; 

this system is more than extreme in 
everyway and it sounds perfect as 
well which is exactly what you want 
from a custom Car. 

All the car's custom work and 
sound system are perfect just they 
way it is but it would be pretty 
pointless if the car couldn't move 
but luckily under the bonnet Elias 
chose well when he bought the 
torque loaded turbo diesel model 
but to give it some extra punch the 
turbo charger has been upgraded 
and there’s a custom built free flow 
and de-cat exhaust system. Next on 
the agenda _ for this bakkie though 
is a Lexus V8 which will really turn

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this bakkie into an elusive all rounder. Until the V8 comes, the stock 
five speed rear wheel gearbox will still be moved by the diesel lump 
and in turn the ‘box will turn the 20” Chrome wheels that have been 
wrapped in Wanly tyres that measure 275/40R20 which have been 
brought closer to the body thanks to a custom 120mm lowering kit. 
This bakkie is truly a work of art, encompassing everything that 


makes up a truly unique custom car, but then again, this is what we 
expect to come out Faheem’s kitchen. Once again he hasn't disap- 
pointed us and shocked us into rethinking what the custom scene is 
all about.

SHOW-OFF WEEKEND 
CAR LOVERS BATTLE IT OUT AT 


he show scene up here in Gauteng is growing 

at a massive rate and on most weekends you're 

bound to find a show car going down some- 

where. Some of these shows don't live up to the 
flyers they're printed on while others become the stuff of 
legends. 

JHB Parties tends to hold such shows, no not the ones that 
don't live up to their flyers, but rather the ones which really 
rock! One of their shows which lived up to these expecta- 
tions was the recently held and eagerly anticipated BMW 
vs. VW car show. The car show was held over a weekend 
at the Lover's Rock resort in Magaliesburg and show goers 
and competitors could come for the one of the two days 
or camp over and experience the whole two days. The Max 
My Ride crew decided to attend the main show day on the ‘{ 


Sunday and telling by how awesome the day was, we actu- : 
ally felt upset for not attending the show on the Saturday to

experience it in its entirety. 

Well, what's done is done and we arrived on the Sunday 
before most of the show cars arrived and we grabbed a 
prime spot to set up the gazebo, flags and most importantly, 
the braai. Once we were set up, we watched in awe as 
the show cars pulled in. Not being a German car fan | was 
impressed by the multitude of ways owners had tricked 
out their BMW's and VW's. None of the cars were tricked 
out with extreme body kits but they each managed to look 
unique as owners concentrated on rims, paint, neat engine 
bays and custom interiors to impress the judges. 

In the VW camp you can still see that the Euro style is 
going strong as owners took inspiration from what they see 
online...or at international car shows depending on how 
well travelled they are. Classic VW's were also on display, 
one being a rat looking Beetle that was quite cool but my 
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personal favourite was a very sexy 1800cc Golf powered 
Karmann Ghia that belongs to Irshaam. The car was low, 
with a custom white leather interior and really clean paint 
work. Moving back to the more modern Dub's there was 

a huge contingent of Golfs ranging from Mk1's and Citis, 
all the way through to latest 6th generation model. The 
sexiest Golf of the day in our opinion belonged to Designa 
Ridez, a silver Mk1 GT with ultra clean bodywork, a custom 
interior, genuine BBS wheels and my favourite bit, a 2.0 
16V turbocharged motor under the hood. The Designa 
Ridez crew actually came through with quite a large 
contingent of Golfs all sporting just the right look to grab 
attention. 

For BMW fans, the show must've been heaven. If you're 
a fan of late model 3 series BMW's then the show offered 
more eye candy than an optometrist who sells sweets on 
the side. The cars on display included quite a lot of E30's 
ranging from the common four door models, the rare tour- 
ing models and the ever desirable 325is and full drop tops, 
we know much you guys love that! One full drop top owner 
was Mickael from Pretoria who was rocking a black one 
with a custom red leather interior, full Rockford Fosgate 
sound system and 328i motor. His mom, believe it or not 
was driving a custom blue E36 M3 with a massive sound 
system in the back and some top secret work under the 
hood. The car was built by her husband who also drives an 
M3! 

Once all the cars were parked in the show area, judging 
could commence but if you weren't ready there was a car 
wash manned by the crew from Jozi’s Finest. After having 
a good look at the cars on display, we took our time to 
look at some of the talent on display and we're not talking 
about anyone playing a flute in some talent show. What I’m 
talking about are the promo girls and some of the girls who 
had come to the show. To say they were hot would be a se- 
rious understatement but one thing really let us down, the 
promo girls were wearing Tropica shirts but there wasn't a 
drop of Tropica in sight! 


Moving towards the camp site, there were even more 
cars, most of which weren't taking part in the Show and 
Shine and many of the campers there were just relaxing 
taking in a gorgeous day out of the city. A few businesses 
had also set up displays near the camp site one being |S 
Motorsport who always manages to garner enthusiasts’ 
attention and the crew from Redmacx who were selling 
some cool car inspired t-shirts. Right next to the camp 
ground was the area where the Sound Competition was 
taking place. The Sound Competition was being held by 
Jaco and his crew from Badass Customs and during the 
course of they day quite a few cars hit some high numbers. 

Moving back to the show area, at around 4'ish Rizo and 

Pa the guys from Airdown and Lowrider Customs held SA's 

— first ever air-ride suspension competition. In the Airdown 
: THE FIRST AIR RIDE camp, they had their very famous white Golf while the 

guys from Lowrider came through in their candy apple 
red Caddy. The two cars had to emulate each other and 
honestly | don't know who won because my eyes, and 
everyone else’s I’m sure, were fixed on the two hot promo 
girls on each car's bonnet. 

Later on in the afternoon | took another walk around 
the resort and this was when a searing yellow Gallardo 
from Nancefield Paints decided to make and appearance. 
The Gallardo was wearing a set of 20” Work wheels and it 
must've had an aftermarket exhaust. The exhaust note was 
my favourite as it was loud and actually sounded good. 
Not like the Golf 1600's who were running around with 
their idiot owners rev-racing the life out of the poor tap- 
pets at every chance they got!

s much as we humans love going forward, we 
love going backwards as well, just look at the 
cars that are available today. The new Mustang, 
Camaro, Mini and a whole bunch of other cars all 
hark back to the original classics. The VW Beetle started the 
trend at the turn of the new millennium and as quickly as the 
hype around the new Beetle built up, it frizzled out as the 
rather flawed Beetle made way for the fashion driven Mini. 
Like | said, the Beetle was flawed; the curvy body was 
mounted on a Golf MK4 platform so not only was it expen- 
sive but the packaging sucked. What the Beetle did have 
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though, was character and boat loads of it and because the 
people who bought them didn't have as much character as 
their cars, you'll barely ever see a custom Beetle. 

One Beetle owner who has the same amount of character 
as his car, if not more is Mtshutshisi Funeka or Lil M as he’s 
better known. Lil M bought his Beetle way back in July 2010 
and almost immediately he got to work fettling with it and 
making it his own. Two weeks after taking delivery of the car, 
Lil M sent the car for chip tuning and fitted the wheels and 
lowering kit, but it was after seeing a car on TV which had a 
designer themed interior did the custom ball start rolling.

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This is where Jason Neves comes into the picture; he’s the owner 
of Seven Customz down in Cape Town. Lil M told Jason about the 
custom themed interior and how much he liked it and from there 
Jason made everything happen. Now before you go thinking that 
this car only has a custom interior, | guess you better think again 
because apart from just the interior, Jason has turned the car into 
one of the best custom Beetles in the land. 

To get the bug going on the road radness, Jason started with 
the exterior and since he wanted to be unique you won't find 
many off the shelf parts here. Instead he opted to mould a 
very sexy custom body kit for the car which consists of a very 
smooth and clean front bumper and at the back there's a custom 
moulded lower valence. On the bootlid there's a custom made 
wrap around wing which suits the car's shape perfectly and if 
you look at the rear badge, you'll see that has been customised 
as well. The badge is a really small detail and if you look at 
the front bumper you'll see that the indicators have also been 
smoothed over, all really small details but they make a huge 
difference. Even with the new one off body kit, the car still wasn't 
unique enough for Lil M, so Jason sanded back the original silver 
on the roof and sprayed the top half of the car in sparkle black 
with a pin-stripe that divides the top colour from the bottom. The 
two tone paint jobs really gives the Bug that international look 
and guess what? It’s not finished yet as Lil M is waiting for a few 
imported parts that will make the car look even better. 

Still on the outside, this car's real claim to fame is what you'll 
find sitting under those curvaceous wheel arches. With regards 
to the wheels, they're a set of genuine 19” staggered fit Lowen- 
hart wheels that have been wrapped in Nankang tyres which 
measure 225/35R19 in front and at the back they're 235/35R19. 
To give the car its super low stance the original lowering kit that 
was installed in the beginning was chucked out in favour of one 
of Jason's custom built air-ride suspension kits with a custom 
remote control system. The air ride system alone is not the only 
reason why this car can go super low but to make everything 
work properly and keep it all intact, the chassis was modified 
to accommodate the kit. To do this the subframe was modified 
along with the ball joints and the control arms. That's all serious 
stuff. 

Thanks to the car’s awesome exterior and the suspension 
which everyone loves, this car is a real crowd pleaser and on the 
inside things are no different as it was the original inspiration 
behind the car's transformation. Like | said earlier, LilMsawa 
car with a custom interior using designer material and so he did 
the same using Louis Vuitton material. On the front seats, the 


centre sections were covered with blue suede 
while the outer sections were covered in grey 
with the famous LV logo embroidered onto it. 
This looks really cool and gives the inside a 
real high class feel. The Louis Vuitton theme 
doesn't stop there though; the interior was 
plastered with LV logos and the mats as well. 
The top roof lining was changed as well to 

a black, which matches the outside and the in- 
terior sports a set of pedals, a gearknob, door 
pins and side steps from the Isotta crystal en- 
crusted Urban Glow range. If all these changes 
weren't enough, Jason also customised the 
interior even further by spraying and mould- 
ing the original trim panels to match the car's 
theme and for the car's sound system. Yes, | 


said sound system! As if a custom body kit, 
custom air ride and custom interior weren't 
enough, the car also has a fully customised 
sound system as well! 

The car's sound system is made up using 
a whole bunch of components from Sony 
starting with the head unit which is a Sony 
DVD capable unit. The head unit then plays 
through two LCD screens, one which is 
mounted in the custom moulded pod on top 
of the dashboard and the other one which 
sits between the two front seats and keep the 
rear passengers entertained. To provide the 
noise, a 10” Sony 1200W Xplod subwoofer 
and a 12" Sony 1300W Xplod subwoofer were 
mounted in a custom built box in the boot 


or 
Re 


which it shares with the bottle for the air ride. 

Still in the boot, there's a 2400W monoblock 

amplifier fitted with an 1800W four chan- 

nel providing the power for the component 

speakers. To provide the highs and mids, 

there's a set of Sony splits in front and three 

sets of 4" Sony mid-range speakers, with 

one set sitting in the custom moulded centre 

console while the other ones can be found 

in perfectly moulded pods in the doors and 

at the back. All the speakers were installed 

by Audio Customs and it's all done extremely 

well which is exactly what this car is all about, 

loads of custom work all executed perfectly. 
The final part of the car to receive some 

attention was the motor, now | can't say the 
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Bug has a turbocharger as well because that would be too good to be 
true, but the motor has received a few simple upgrades. These start off 
with the Perfect Power chip which works in conjunction with the BMC 
air filter and a Profit free flow exhaust system. All the work was carried 
out by Jason Paulse from RBT tuning. These few simple mods help the 
2.0 8 valve motor push out a healthy 106kW with torque coming in at 
170Nm, perfect for cruising through camps bay with the suspension 
hopping and sound thumping. 

This Beetle is truly one of a kind and all the work carried out on 
speaks loads about the passion Lil M has put into the car. So guys, next 
time you want to crush the bug for being a girly car, just think about 
what Lil M and Seven Customz has done to this car. So really, | guess a 
bug's life is not that bad after all.

and availability of parts is not the best in the world. These

innovation and creativity to overcome these hurdles and 
build custom cars that wouldn't look out of place on the interna- 
tional scene. One such person is Jason Neves, the owner of Seven 
Customz down in Cape Town. From his modest shop in Philippe, 
Jason churns out some of the Cape's hottest ride, taking them from 
bog and boring to something you'll find in custom car heaven. His 
portfolio of custom rides include the super sexy low riding Dodge 
Monaco that MMR has featured, a crazy C-West equipped RX-7 
owned by Noer Asmodien, a fully tricked out air riding Beetle, a 
crazy 1 series hatch and a whole host of other rides which I’m sure 
you would be shocked and amazed to see in real life . So, Max My 
Ride sat down with Jason who took us to 7th Heaven. 


So Jason, where are you from originally? 
I'm from Cape Town...the southern suburbs to be exact 


What inspired your love for cars? 
My father was a mechanic, so there were always cars around some- 
how and that just inspired my passion. 


Before opening Seven Customz, what other occupations did you 
pursue? 
Not many, but all the other jobs | had were based in the motor trade. 


What was your inspiration behind opening your shop? 
The decision was purely due to circumstance! | felt there was a need 
for change on the custom scene and | want to bring that change. 


What was the hardest part about getting the business going? 
The hardest thing was finding like minded people who have a pas- 
sion for custom work and aren't only in it for the fame or the fortune.
